T here on the ground was a boa 
pie with a litter of ten pups, a cat 
and a kitten and a tiny dog and 
up th e r / in the cace w ere the two 
crows, Joe and Pete. 


Mrs. Beltz spoke to the crows 
and Joe spoke up

going—guess 
you're 
going.”

easy to understand him.

Mrs. Beltz explained to me. “ It’s

Mrs. Beltz says crow's are easy 
to train to talk. 
“ It 
doesn’t take

“ I just come 
out once in a while and talk to 
them and they pick it up. 
You 
don’t have to do any tongue split­ 
ting like some people say. 
Ju st 
feed 
them and 
talk 
to th em — 
Jhey’ll start repeating what you 
say. 
They’ll eat just about an y ­ 
thing—apples, 
oranges, 
or 
any­ 
thing I e a t.” 
She said when her son drives in 
late, 
som etim es 
Joe will 
say 
“ Where you going, Jo h nn y?” and 
when 
he answ ers 
“ I just 
got 
hom e,” 
Joe will 
say 
“ Home, 
hom e.” 


Some time back Mrs. Beltz got 
two young 
crows and had them 
talking. 
They got so tam e she let 
them out of the big cage and lost 
them. 
Then two years ago she got Joe 
as a baby bird and later got Pete 
Back in another cake she has two 
more that are too young to teach

President Eisenhower to Send Congress 
Far-Reaching Plan for Air Safety 


WASHINGTON ftfl - President 
Eisenhow er 
plans to send 
Con­ 
gress a broad air-safety program 
including 
a 
proposal to 
create 
aerial “ superhighw ays.” 
The blueprint, draw n up by the 
P resid en t’s a v i a t i o n facilities 
planning 
group, 
would 
provide 
for: 
—Creation of a powerful inde­ 
pendent 
airw ays 
modernization 
board charged with coordinating 
all 
research 
in the field 
of 
air 
safety. 
—Drastic revision of present air 
traffic rules to elim inate the in­ 
creasing collision m enace. 
—An 
aerial 
“ superhighw ay” 
[netw ork with certain routes 
re ­ 
served 
for 
planes 
of 
sim ilar 
speeds. 
E dw ard P. Curtis, chairm an of 
the planning group and vice pres­ 
ident of E astm an Kodak, 
gave 
E isenhow er and Republican legis­ 
lative leaders a preview of the 


plan Tuesday at the White House. 
Senate 
GOP Leader William 
F 
Know land (Calif.) said afterw ard 
it probably would be sent t() i n ­ 
gress Thursday. 
The Curtis group would cr^ a' e 
virtual aerial “superhighways 
by 
reserving different high * density 
routes for planes 
with 
sim ilar 
speed capacity. 
* 
F o r 
example, 
the New 
Washington airways would be in ­ 
creased from two to six. 
S o m e 
would 
handle 
only 
t w i n engined 
planes while others would 
e for 
faster four-engined airliners Such 
a system would 
compare to 
an 
autom otive highway with one la n e 
reserved for trucks and 
another 
for faster private cars. 
By assigning airways according 
to aircraft speed, the Curtis plan 
would eliminate 
a current p o ten ­ 
tial 
d anger — a 
faster 
airliner 
overhauling a slower one 
at 
th e 
sam e altitude.

A number of indictm ents charge 
G a rriso n with 
em bezzlem ent of 
$6,400 in county funds. 
Filed in circuit court today by 
J o e M. Butler, attorney for Gar 
rison, was a challenge of the array 
of grand jurors and a motion that 
th e indictments be quashed 
In asking for the indictm ents to 
b e quashed, it was ch arg e d that: 
( a ) The grand jury w as not se­ 
le c te d in compliance w ith the re 
Ruirem ents that 
it 
be 
pro rated 
according to the townships as near 
ly as possible: 
(b ) Supervisors in in stan ces se­ 
le c te d the same persons te rm after 
te r m from jury lists purportedly 
P rep ared annually by the county 
b o ard . 
It was contended th at the Sep­ 
te m b e r, 1956, grand jury which re 
tu rn e d the indictments contained 
th e names of five g ra n d jurors 
w hich had served on at least two 
o th e r grand juries since approval 
of a list Oct. 20, 1955, and for that 
re a so n the grand jury panel should 
be declared null and void 
T he Garrison trial has been set 
fo r next week before Ju d g e Harold 
L. Zimmerman of M arion.

All of the dead and one of th e 
injured were members of the s a m e 
family. 
Officers identified those killed in 
the incident Tuesday night as V ir­ 
ginia 
Bracamonte, 
12; Avelino 
B racam onte, 5; Andy Bracam onte, 
9; and Patsy Bracamonte, 7. 
Critically injured were R oberto 
B racam onte, 8. and Ray Arrellin, 
14. 
Hospital authorities said th e se 
two were injured so seriously th a t 
they m ight die. 
The driver of the truck, id en ti­ 
fied by officers as Antonio Olivas, 
a 62-year-old laborer, was booked 
in county jail pending charges of 
negligent homicide and driving un 
der the influence of alcohol 
F irst reports stated the children 
were walking along East Safford 
St. in a tightly packed group w hen 
the 
pickup 
truck ploughed 
into 
them . Officers charged Olivas w ith 
crossing over to the opposite side 
of the street in crashing into the 
children.

With 18,000 acres of farmland 
already under water, southern I Iii 
nois braced W ednesday for a con­ 
tinuing 
onslaught 
of 
turbulent, 
rain-swoUen rivers. 
State federal crop reporting serv­ 
ices predicted that many acres in 
wheat and other grains may be 
lost unless flood waters, on a ram ­ 
page since Sunday, quickly recede. 


Towns in .southern Illinois have 
not been dam aged due to protec­ 
tive levees, but rural areas have 
been inundated in many places; 
forcing families to flee, stranding 
livestock, closing county roans, and 
flooding lowland farm acreage. 
The most heavily inundated area 
along the Ohio River was Pope 
County. 
Most Ohio River towns 
are guarded by levees, but 5,000 
acres were 
under water in 
the 
southern part of Pope County, and 
more lowlands near Cairo were ex 
peeled 
to 
be 
flooded 
Thursday 
when the Ohio crests at 42 7 feet. 
At Mount Carmel, the rising Wa­ 
bash River, expected to crest Fri 
day at 22 feet, five feet above 
flood stage, has washed over 1,000 
acres and driven some farm fami 
lies from their homes 
More evac­ 
uations were expected when the 
river crests. 
Lawrenceville, upriver from Mt, 
Carmel, was threatened by both 
the Em barrass and Wabash rivers 
With more than 3,500 farm acres 
under water, th* 
Embarrass Riv­ 
e r s rate of recession will be slow 
until the Wabash reaches its pre-: 
dieted crest of lh.5 feet Sunday. 
The Big Muddy River is reced­

Does N ot Believe 


Basic Programs 


W ill Be Rejected 


WASHINGTON 
IP — P resident 
Eisenhower 
Wednesday 
strongly 
defended the program s of his ad­ 
ministration against criticism by 
conservatives in Congress—R epub­ 
licans and D em ocrats alike. 


Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference that this governm ent can ­ 
not revert to the theories and p rac ­ 
tices of 1890. 
A Republican—Ben­ 
jam in H arrison—w as president in 
1890. 


The President said he did not 
believe that 
the difficulties en­ 
countered by some basic adm inis­ 
tration recom m endations in Con­ 
gress reflected a dimunition in hi* 
own 
political 
power due to th® 
autom atic prohibition against h it 
.seeking another term . 


Ho stated his beliefs at so m t 
length after a reporter told him 
his recom m endations were running 
into a tor my congressional w eather 
among 
Republicans 
as well a t 
D emocrats. 


A reporter specifically mentioned 
the statem ent by Sen. B arry G old 
w ater (R-Ariz.) that the adm inis­ 
tration ’s big budget for fiscal 1958 
represented a betrayal of the Peo­ 
ple’s trust. 


Eisenhow er mentioned no one by 
nam e. 
But he said it was plainly 
evident that the United States no 
longer could 
limit 
itself to th® 
political and governm ental p ra c ­ 
tices of 1890. 
He said the govern­ 
m ent must he conducted In th® 
light 
of national 
economic 
and 
world conditions of the p re s e n t 


Negotiating on Suez 


He said there is bound to be a 
clash of ideas and opinions in a 
society such as ours and that som e 
people 
obviously 
become mor® 
heated than they should. 
Other 
news conference 
high­ 
lights: 
—He called for understanding of 
recent British defense reductions. 
He said the United Kingdom sine® 
World War II had encountered dif­ 
ficulty keeping her economic nose 
above w ater and that the world 
should understand that the secu r­ 
ity position of a nation is not al­ 
ways 
determ ined 
wholly by th® 
num ber of her troops but equally 
by the state of her economy. 
—He said U. S -Egyptian negotia­ 
tions on the Suez Canal are con­ 
tinuing and that he hopes for a 
satisfactory conclusion Because of 
this 
hope, 
he
